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PREFACE. 



The Committee of Record and Trusts have now 
completed the task they have prescribed to them- 
selves, of selecting from the Court Books, all 
such Rules and Orders, from the date of the 
earliest proceedings of the Court, down to the 
present time, as have a bearing on the proper 
administration of the Company's affairs. The 
whole of these, in compliance with a special order 
made for that purpose, though not hitherto ex- 
ecuted, they have caused to be transcribed in a 

Book, which will hereafter be placed upon the 

» 

table of the Court during its sittings. This Book 
being arranged under different heads, with an 
Index for easy reference, will have its contents as 
accessible as the case will admit. As it embraces 
however, a variety of objects, which have now 
fallen into disuse, or are rarely called into the 
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notice of the Court, they have prepared, and now 
offer in a convenient form to the Members, a 
Selection of such Rules and Orders as are likely 
to be most frequently required in the transaction 
of the ordinary business; and may therefore super- 
cede the necessity on ordinary occasions, of refer- 
ring to the Manuscript Volume, in which the 
whole of them are contained. 

As the object in this Selection is to facilitate 
the obtaining of information regarding the cha- 
racter of those Rules and Orders which are more 
frequently called into use, the exact language of 
the originals has not been rigidly adhered to ; the 
meaning has been scrupulously observed : but if 
a question should at any time arise on the exact 
terms of any regulation contained in this Selection, 
it will be right to consult the Rule, Regulation or 
Order itself, in the Volume which contains the 
whole, as extracted from the Company's Records. 

In an Appendix to this Book, the Bye Laws of 
the Company are given entire, with the view of 
placing under the observation of the Members of 
the Court, in a shape easily accessible, those Laws 
which, having had the sanction at the early period 
of our history of the year 1639, of the Judges of

the Courts of Law and Equity then subsisting, 
must be presumed to contain the principles of 
those Rules and Regulations afterwards made by 
the Court. 

The Register of the Trusts and Charities, the 
Kalendar of the Periodical Business, and these 
Books of the Rules and Orders, will complete 
that routine of information which it has been the 
duty of your Committee to lay before the Court ; 
and their best reward for the labour it has cost 
them, will be — first, your approbation, and next, 
the preservation of them in constant use by you 
and your successors.

and implements together with his key and all 
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other things whatsoever as aforesaid then being 
or remayning in his hands custodie or possession 
or which he shall or may be dulie or lawfully 
charged to have receyved to the use of the said 
Company or fellowshipp of the said Art of Mistery 
of Cloathworkers or otherwise appteyning to the 
said Company or fellowshipp upon paine of for- 
feyture of five marks for every month he shall 
detayne any of the premises in his hands after 
the tyme aforesaid And it is further ordered 
that the same accompt with the Inventory & 
such other "thinges as shall be so delivered upp 
shall ymediatly be written by the Cleark of the 
said Company or Fellowshipp of the said Art or 
Mistery of Cloathworkers in a Lidgier book which 
shall alwayes remayne & be kept in the said 
Chest or counteing house or other place as afore- 
said.

Liveryes to and for the bringing of the said 
Dorpes to the Grave whensoever he or they shall 
be thereunto warned or required unles he or they 
so warned or required shallhave some lawfiill excuse 
or have obteyned leave of the saidM r and Wardens 
3r some or some of them for the tyme being And 
if the person so deceased were ever M r or War- 
den of the said Company of Cloathworkers that 
then the M r ^nd Wardens shall and may 
appoint & assigne foure persons of the said

well lawfullie surely and workmanlike for the 
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comon wealth and profitt of the Kinges Ma ts sub- 
jects) and that they use noe maner of sleights nor 
undue worke in the same And if any maner of 
faults or sleights be done and found in the said 
search either in Woollen Cloath fustian Kerseies 
Bayes Cottons or in any other thing apperteyning 
to the Art or Misterie of Cloathworkers Then all 
the said Cloathes fustians Kerseies Bayes Cottons 
and all other thinges as aforesaid shall and may 
be taken carried and borne away to their Com- 
mon Hall there thoroughly to be searched and 
viewed by the said Master Wardens and Assistants 
or the more part of them for the tyme being or 
some other honest or sufficient workman or work- 
men of the said Art or Misterie as by them shall 
be thereunto appoynted to judge thereof indif- 
ferently And for such faults sleig;hts and deceipts 
as shall be so found the doers and offenders therein 
shall forfeit and pay to the M r & Wardens for the 
tyme being such sumes of money for a fyne ac- 
cording to the qualitie & quantity of their 
offence as shall be assessed or sett downe by the 
said M r Wardens and Assistants or the more part 
of them for the tyme being so it exceed not for 
any one fault the summe of twenty shillings of 
lawfull English money To the intent that good 
and lawfull workmanshipp may be continued for 
the Common profitt of the Kinges Ma te sub- 
jects.

Tesells and not with Iron Card or Cards ould or 
new in anywise upon paine that everie person 
so offending shall forfeite and pay to the 
Mast r & Wardens of the said Companie of Cloath- 
workers for the tyme being for every Card 
or paire of Cards so occupied contrary to 
the tenor of this Ordinance the sume of ten 
shillings of lawfull English money to be 
ymployed & bestowed to the use benefitt and 
Commodity of the said Company or fellowshipp 
of Cloathworkers And it is also further ordeyned 
by vertue of this present Ordinance That noe 
person or persons that sheareth with the broad

end to the other without any fraud or deceipt and 
every peice of fustian to be marked with the 
workers marke when it is well shorne & every 
woollen cloath Kersey pennyston bayes Cottons 
and other Cloath whatsoever to be marked with 
the workmans marke when it is shorne to the 
intent it may appeare whose doeings it is if 
any fault should be found therein upon payne 
that every person doeing the contrary shall forfeit 
and pay for everie whole peice of fustian so found 
faulty six shillings eight pence of lawfull English 
money for every half peice of fustian so likewise 
found faulty three shillings and foure pence of 
like lawfull English money and for every Cloath 
Kersey bayes Cotton and other Cloath whatsoever 
six shillings eight pence of good and lawfull 
money of England. 

31. StCttT it is ordered ordeyned and esta- 
blished that noe person or persons infranchised in 
the said Art or Mistery of Cloathworkers or in 
any other mistery or Art within the Citty of Lon- 
don occupieing dressing shearing or dyeing 
buying selling or retayling any fustians within 
y e said Citty of London the suburbes of the same 
or Southwarke or within such circuite and other 
places as by the lawes of the Realme the said 
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Company are priviledged and authorized shall 
from henceforth dye or kallender or cause to be 
dyed or kallendred either in his own house or 
any dyers house anie fustian rough or in anie 
sort before the same fustian and fustians be truly 
and workmanly wrought and cleane shorne with 
the broad sheare from y e one end to the other 
And that then they shall be truly dyed and of 
good and lasting colours for the comon wealth of 
the Kings leige people upon payne that every 
person or persons doeing the contrary as aforesaid

Joun.eynuu. of *. said Art or 
Mistery of Cloathworkers shall worke with any 
man of any other fellowshipp as long as he may 
be sett on worke with a freeman or brother of the 
Art or Mistery of Cloathworkers upon paine to 
forfeit and pay monthlie for every such offence 
the sume of twenty shillinges of lawfull English 
money And it is further ordered by this present 
Ordinance that noe master or housholder of the 
said Art or Mistery of Cloathworkers having 
knowledge or understanding of such offence of 
any such servant or Journeyman shall set any 
such person soe offending on worke untill the 
person so offending hath paid his said fyne upon 
payne that every Master or housholder doeing the 
contrary shall forfeit and pay the summe of 
twenty shillinges of lawfull English money for 
every tyme soe offending.

49. Stttlt it is ordeyned and established that 
from henceforth everie housholder or occupier of 
the said Art or Mistery of Cloath workers w^in 
the said Citty or suburbes of the same or within 
such circuite or other places as by the lawes of 
the Realme the said Company are priviledged or 
authorized and all and every other freeman of the 
said Company that doth or shall att any time take 
receyve or reteyne any person or persons to be his 
appntice or apprentices upon likinge or otherwise 
shall w th in one month then next following binde 
the same apprentice by Indenture And the ap- 
prentice to be brought to the Common Hall before 
the M r and Wardens or some of them for the 
time and there to enter and record the said ap- 
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prentice name and the ty tie of the Indenture in a 
Lidgier Booke there and to pay for the p r senting 
for ev r y such apprentice two shillings and also 
within one month after shall p r sent and inroll or 
cause to be p r sented and inrolled the Indenture of 
the said apprentice or apprentices before the 
Chamberlaine of London or his Deputy according 
to the usage or Custome of the said Citty of Lon- 
don And likewise when the same Apprentice 
shall have served the full terme of yeares accord- 
ing to his said Indentures Then shall the Master 
of the said apprentice for the tyme being bring 
forth the said apprentice before the Master and 
Wardens of the said Company or some of them 
and then and there to declare and testifie that the 
said apprentice hath trulie and fully served all 
and every yeare conteyned in y e same Indenture 
upon paine that every person and persons so 
offending in any point contrary to the true mean- 
ing of this ordinance shall forfeit and pay the 
summe of twenty shillings of lawfull English 
money for every such offence. 

50. Stem it is ordeyned that noe Journey- 
man or any other person or persons of the said Art 
or Mistery of Cloath workers except he be admitted 
or allowed for an housholder by the said Master 
Wardens and Assistants or the more part of them 
for the time being shall from henceforth take any 
appntice or apprentices either bound unto him 
or sett over unto him upon paine that every per- 
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son soe offending shall forfeit and pay to the 

ZMaster and Wardens of the said Company for 

"the time being to and for the use of the said 

Company the sum of forty shillinges of lawfull 

English money for every such offence. 

51. StCtll it is ordeyned and established 
that from tyme to tyme att any tyme hereafter 
when any housholder of the said Company or 
fellowshipp of Cloathworkers shall fortune to de- 
cease having apprentice or app r ntics and shall 
make his wife or any other of another Art Craft 
or Mistery his executor or executors that then it 
shall be lawfull to and for the Master and War- 
dens of the Company or fellowshipp of Cloath- 
workers for the tyme being or some of them to 
take all these apprentices and to bring them to 
their Common Hall and there by their discretions 
to sett the said apprentics over to some other 
men of the said Company to serve out their 
yeares y* they have to serve without any further 
trouble to ensue thereby Provided alwayes that if 
the wife of any partie as aforesaid deceased doe 
marry one of the said Company of Cloathworkers 
or doe keep herself widdow still and occupie the 
said Art or Mistery That then she shall and may 
retaine and keep still the same apprentice or ap- 
prentices to serve her or her husband in the same 
Art or Mysterie of Cloathworkers so alwayes as 
the said Widdow doe provide that the said appren- 
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tices and all other apprentices and servants which 
she shall retayne and keep may be sufficientlie 
taught their occupacon as may be well allowed of 
by the said Master and Wardens of the said Art 
or Mistery of Cloathworkers. 

52. Stlltl it is ordeyned that from hence- 
forth noe household 1 " of the said Art or Mistery 
of Cloathworkers shall take anie more Apprentics 
either to sheare with the broad sheare or to rowe 
att the pearch or to Cotton or to worke any other 
handyworke but onlie two at once except he doe 
keep from yeare to yeare one Journeyman and 
soe doeing he may keep three apprentices accord- 
ing to the statute or more in such order as the 
statute doth allow & permitt and not otherwise 
upon payne that every person soe offending shall 
forfeit and pay to the M r and Wardens of the 
said Company for the tyme being to and for the 
use of the same for every such offence the sume 
of twenty shillinges of lawfull English money. 

53. Stttlt it is ordered and constituted that 
from henceforth noe pson of the said Company or 
fellowshipp of the Cloathworkers being admitted 
an housholder and using the handicraft of the 
Art or Mistery of a Cloathworker shall within 
the space of two yeares next after his first setting 
upp of house entertaine or have in his service any 
more Apprentices then only one att one tyme 
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upon payne that every person so offending shall 
forfeit and pay the sume of forty shillinges of 
lawfull English money for every such offence. 

54. Stem it is ordeyned and established 
that it shall and may be lawfull for every one 
being Master Warden or Assistant of the said 
Company of Cloathworkers or that heretofore 
hath bene M r Warden or Assistant of the said 
Company or fellowshipp and likewise for every 
one that hereafter shall be Master Warden or 
Assistant of the said Company or fellowPP of 
Cloathworkers and shall occupie the handicraft

or misterie of Cloathworkers using anie other 
occupacon or handicraft then the said Art or Mis-

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Agreement of the said M r Wardens and Assist- 
ants or the more part of them for the tyme being 
upon payne to forfeit and pay for every such 
offence such reasonable fyne or sume of money as 
by the discretion of the said Mast r & Wardens of 
the said Company or fellowshipp of Cloathworkers 
or the more part of them shall be thought meet 
and convenient soe it doe not exceed the sume of 
five pounds.

the Indentures of Apprenticeshipp to the end the 
same setting over may be recorded in the Common 
Hall upon paine of forfeiture of six shillings eight 
pence for every such offence.

hindrance or taking away of the living of anie 
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such persons as be free journeymen of the said 
Art or Mistery of Cloathworkers Upon paine that 
every person so offending shall forfeit and pay to 
the Master and Wardens of the said Company 
for the tyme being to and for the use of the same 
the summe of twenty shillings of lawfull English 
money for every such offence. 

59. StCtlt it is ordeyned ordered and esta- 
blished That from henceforth noe housholder of 
the Art trade or Mistery of Cloathworkers using 
or excercising the Art trade or Mistery of a Cloath- 
worker shall within y** Citty of London or liberty 
thereof beare anie burthen or carry any wares or 
marchandize from place to place for anie person 
whoever or beare any bucke of Cloathes to be car- 
ried to and from the Thames or other places or to 
fetch water for anie other person nor shall lend 
anie of his or their apprentices or servants for 
any such or the like purposes to any person what- 
soever for that there are divers porters water- 
bearers and others allowed by the custome and 
order of the Citty in respect of their poverty to 
releive themselves and to live thereby Upon paine 
that every housholder for ev r y time soe offending 
shall forfeit and paie to the M r Wardens and 
Comunalty of the said Company to and for the 
use * of the same Company the summe of tenn 
shillings of lawful! English money. 
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60. XtCttt it is ordeyned ordered and esta-> 
blished that if any person or. persons now being 
of the said Company or fellowshipp of Cloath*- 
workers or that hereafter shall be admitted or 
allowed into the same Company or fellowshipp 
doe or shall refixse or denie to beare and pay his 
or their reasonable partes porcons contribucons 
taxacons and assessments of such duties and 
charges as shall be att any tyme hereafter assessed 
and rated by the Mast r Wardens and Assistants 
of the said Company or Fellowshipp for the tyme 
being or the more part of them to be paid and 
levied for and towards anie necessary service of 
our soveraigne Lord the Kings Ma tie his heires & 
successors as also for the affaires busines and 
needfull occasion which shall concerne the com- 
mon utilitie profitt or maintenance of the said 
Company or fellowPP for the time being That 
then the person or persons so refusing for every 
such offence shall forfeite and pay such reason- 
able sume and summes of money as to the Master 
Wardens & Assistants or the more part of them 
shall be thought meet and convenient so it exceed 
not the sume of tenn pounds.

62. Stem forasmuch as there hath bene and 
and that there is att this tyme great disorder and 
abuse as well amongst the Apprentices and Jour- 
neymen of the said Art or Mistery of Cloath- 
workers in haunting and frequenting of Tavernes 
Alehouses and Playes and such like places of evill 
rule & disord r and in using of unlawfull games 
and plaies in the fields and in their Mast™ houses 
upon the Sundayes and holydayes for that there 
be very few that governe their servants as they 
ought to be governed the very root of many nota- 
ble inconveniences in the Common wealth for 
reformacon whereof It is ordered ordeyned and 
established That from henceforth every hous- 
hold r of the said Art or Mistery of Cloath- 
workers shall have and use a diligent care and 
heed to see his Apprentices and Journeymen to 
goe to Church to heare divine service or to some 
other place where Gods word is and shall be 
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preached at due tymes of the day and also to 
spend the rest of the same Sundayes & Holydayes 
in some honest and lawfull exercises w th their 
Masters licence and not in haunting of Alehouses 
Tavernes Playes unlawfull games or such like 
Upo"~ payne that every housholder soe offending 
contrary to this ordinance shall forfeit and pay 
for every such offence the summe of tenn shillings 
of lawfull English money and every Journeyman 
for every such offence two shillings And it is fur- 
ther ordered that every Apprentice offending con- 
trary to this ordinance shall receive such conve- 
nient punishment as shall be thought meet by the 
good discretion of the Master and Wardens of the 
said Company or fellowshipp for the tyme being 
to the example of others in the like case of- 
fending. 

63. Xttftl it is ordeyned ordered and es- 
tablished That from henceforth if any discord 
strife or debate at any time hereafter shall for- 
tune to happen for anie cause or matter whatsoe- 
ver it be betwixt one houshold r and another or 
housholders and others of the said Company or 
fellowshipp of Cloathworkers or between them or 
any of their Journeymen or Apprentices or be-

upon due proof thereof had or made for that 
cause to be removed and exempted out of and 
from his or their said Office or Offices and dis- 
charged out of the Livery of the said Company 
or fellowshipp of Cloathworkers and soe to re- 
. maine and continue as a person exempted untill

67. Stem it is further ordered that the 
M r Wardens and Assistants for the time being or 
the more part of them being present shall have 
full power and authoritie from tyme to tyme by 
their good discretions to mitigate diminish forgive 
or pardon any of the fyne or fynes penalty or pe- 
nalties payments taxes or assessments in these 
presents menconed any thing or matter in these 
presents specified to the contrary notwithstanding. 

68. JEtttll it is ordeyned ordeyned and esta- 
blished That every person and persons of the said 
Company or fellowshipp and every other person 
or persons using or being free of the said Art or 
Mistery of Cloathworkers inhabiting or dwelling 
within the said Citty of London or Suburbes of 
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the same or within such circuite or other places 
as by the lawes of the Realme y e said Company 
are priviledged or authorized shall be of good and 
honest behaviour and bearing as well in their 
wordes as in their deeds towards the Master War- 
dens and Assistants of the said Company or 
fellowshipp of Cloathworkers and to be and shew 
themselves tractable conformable and obedient 
touching all and every their lawfull constitucons 
ordinances causes and matters touching the said 
Art or Mistery of Cloathworkers And if any per- 
son or persons of the said Company or fellowshipp 
of Cloathworkers or any other using or excercising 
the said Art or Mistery w th in the said Citty of 
London the suburbs of the same or within such 
circuite or other places as by the Lawes of the 
Realme the said Company are priviledged or 
authorized shall at any tyme hereafter be 
found wilfull obstinate or disobedient against 
the said M r Wardens and Assistants or any 
of them to the lett hinderance or disturb- 
ance of the due execucon of any of their Offices 
or if any person or persons of the said Art or Mis- 
terie of Cloathworkers doe or shall take upon him 
or them to make any privy assembly coun- 
cells or secret conventicles or attempt against the 
said Master Wardens and Assistants or any of 
them for the time being for or to the violacon or 
breach of any rule ordinance or order now being 
or hereafter to be by them all or the more part of 
them had made and devised for the good goverment 
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of the said Company or fellowshipp of Cloathwork- 
ers That then the said person or psons so offend- 
ing shall forfeyt and paie such reasonable sume or 
sumes of money as shall be assessed upon him or 
them soe offending by the M r Wardens and Assis- 
tants or the more part of them for the tyme 
being soe it exceed not the sume of five pounds.

dens and Assistants of the said Company or fel- 
lowshipp or any of them for the tyme being or 
shall in any wise unjustly or wrongfully practise 
or attempt any thing which may be slaunderous 
and hurtfull to the said Mast r Wardens and As- 
sistants or any of them That then every such 
person and persons soe offending shall forfeit & 
pay for every such offence such sume and sumes> 
of money as shall be assessed upon him oi* them 
soe offending by the said M r Wardens and As- 
sistants or the more part of them for the tyme 
being according to the qualitie of the offence soe 
it exceed not the sume of five pounds for every

being That then the same person or persons so 
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offending shall forfeit and pay such reasonable

according to the quality of his or their offence or 
offences soe it exceed not the sume of tenne 
poundes of lawfull English money for every such 
offence. 

73. StCtlt it is ordered ordeyned & estab- 
lished That if any person or persons of the said 
Company or fellowshipp of the said Art or Mis- 
tery of Cloathworkers or any thing concerning 
the same of what degree of condicon he or they 
be dwelling or inhabiting within the said Citty of 
London the Suburbs of the same in Southwarke 
or within such circuit or other places as by the 
lawes of the realme the said Company are privi- 
ledged or authorized that doe or shall infringe 
breake or not observe any act or ordinance in 
these pnts expressed or shall or will attany tyme 
hereafter wilfully deny refuse delay or deferre to 
pay his quarterage and other duties or to paie 
such sume & sumes of money as shall happen att 
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any tyme hereafter to be orderly assessed or due 
to be paid for any payment penalty or forfeiture 
for the breaking & not observing of any of the 
aforesaid ordinances in these pnts lymitted & 
appoynted That then it shall be lawfull to the 
said M r Wardens and Assistants of y 1 * said Com- 
pany or fellowshipp of Cloathworkers or any two 
of them for the tyme being to enter into the 
house or houses Chambers boothes shoppes ware- 
houses Sollers Cellers or other place or places of 
him or them so denyeing refusing delaying or 
deferring to pay such paynes penalties forfeytures 
or summes of money so by him or them due and 
\ payable and there to distreyne for such summe 
or summes of money as shall be then soe due and 
payable & the same goods wares and utensills so 
distreyned to take beare and carry away and the 
same to deteyne and keep untill the sume & 
summes of money for the w * 1 the same shall be 
distreyned be satisfied and paid to the use in these 
presente ordinances before menconed and expressed. 

74. Stent it is ordered and established that 
all the paynes penaltyes fynes and forfeitures, to 
be due by force of any of these ordinances or 
lawes being not otherwise appointed shall be paid 
to the Master and Wardens of the said Company 
or fellowshipp of Cloathworkers of the Citty of 
London and shall be by them imployed and be- 
stowed to the utilitie benefitt and mayntenance of

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the said Company or fellowshipp of Cloath workers. 

75. Stem it is further ordered That the 
Oathes to be taken by the M r Wardens and As- 
sistants aforesaid from tyme to tyme shall be as 
after followeth and may appeare videlt ITott and 
every of you shall be true to our Soveraigne 
Lord the Kings Ma tic and to his heires & law- 
full successors Kings k Queenes of England & 
you and every of you shall endeavour yourselves 
to the best you can justlie & indifferently to exe- 
cute and cause to be executed your Office in 
every respect to the benefitt of the Common 
Weale of the Kings Majesties subjects and the 
creditt of your Company And you shall likewise 
execute or cause to be executed all the good and 
lawfull ordinances in this booke of Ordinances 
expressed without sparing of any man for af- 
feccon reward meed dread or promise of reward 
during the tyme you shall be in the same office 
of M r & Wardens and of all maner of duties for- 
feitures fynes and of all and every such goods 
plate Jewells sumes of money or any other thing 
or things that by reason of your said offices shall 
come to any of your hands you shall according to 
the ordinances before specified make a good true 
and plaine accompt or els pay such fynes as ye be 
ordered to pay by the said ordinances for your 
not soe doeing Ye shall not for malice nor for love 
or affeccon assesse any person or persons in a 
greater or lesser summe then after the quantity 
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and qualitie of his offence according to your dis- 
cretion & according to the ordinances of the said 
Company or fellowshipp of Cloathworkers So 
help you God. 

76. YOU shall sweare that you and very 
one of you shall be true to our Soveraigne 
Lord the Kinges Ma tie and to his heires and 
successors Kings and Queenes of England And 
you and every one of you shall endeavour 
yo r selves the best you can as well for and con- 
cerning the giving and using of yo r faithfull 
advises and councells unto the M r and Wardens of 
the Company or fellowshipp of the Art or Mistery 
of Cloath workers for the more better execuconof the 
said Offices and also to give and use yo r faithfull 
aydes and assistances in every respect as much as 
in you lyeth for the due observation of all the 
good & lawfull ordinances menconed and expressed 
and according to the intent and true meaning 
of the same without molesting or impeaching of 
anie person or persons either for affeccon or 
malice or for or in respect of any reward meed 
dread or promise of reward during the tyme that 
you shall be Assistants touching the said Company 
or fellowshipp of Cloathworkers Soehelp you God.

82. 4?ittall9 it is ordeyned that all and 
every person and persons which now dwelleth 
and inhabiteth or w ch hereafter shall dwell and in- 
habite w*in the Citty of London and the Suburbes 
or within three myles compas of the same as well 
Strangers denizens and forrayners as also freemen 
that doe occupie anie of the said Art or Mistery 
of Cloath workers or any thing or things apper- 
teyning to the same shall obey observe and keep 
all the ordinances and rules before menconed 
And that as well they as the worke made by 
them shall be under the search viewe and correc- 
con of y e Master and Wardens of the said Art or 
Mistery of Cloathworkers aforesaid for ever as 
concerning the said Art or Mistery and every 
part thereof And what person or persons soever 
he or they be that shall offend in any of the said 
ordinances or articles shall forfeit for every tyme 
soe doeing as before is specified to the M*War- 
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dens Assistants and Comunalty of the said Art or 
Misterie And payment shall be thereof made to 
the Master & Wardens of the said Company or 
fellowshipp of the said Art or Mistery of Cloath- 
workers for the time being to be ymployed by 
them with the assent of twelve of the said Assis- 
tants for the time being att the least to the uses 
before menconed.
